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Finding Art in Found Objects 

By Jean Perry 

Most people don't give much of a second thought 
when they are ready to toss out that old laundry detergent 
bottle, the old rusty cheese grater, or even the legs of that 
late 1980s kitchen table that should probably no longer 
exist. That is, unless you're one of the artists currently 
displaying work at the Marion Art Center's latest show 
"Found Objects," running from March 2 through April 14. 

As MAC Executive Director Kimberly Teves 
called it, this show certainly is "different." 

The art that comprises this early spring exhibition 
at the MAC is rubbish. Literally, absolute trash. But in a 
good way. 

All the works have been created using the 
discarded, the unwanted, the familiar "somebody's trash, 
another's treasure." These artists' medium of expression

is 'upcycled' and repurposed objects and materials they 
found in places like flea markets, second-hand stores, and 
yard sales, like Joan Hausrath's pieces. 

In the lower gallery and also upstairs, it's 
impossible to avoid eye contact with Hausrath's several 
pieces - assemblies of doll parts, bits of household items 
and appliances, and old yard sale finds. With an eye for 
discovering both the ordinary and the unique in an object, 
she painstakingly transforms them into something that 
walks a fine line between whimsical and wince-worthy. 
Her 'dolls' possess a duality of both cute and creepy. 

Hausrath said she found inspiration for her dolls 
when she saw the works of a sculptor in Mexico, finding 
fascination with her use of found objects. After her first 
creation, she couldn't resist making more, having found 
so much enjoyment in both the finding of the pieces and 
the construction of them. 

"I did not want the figures to look too 'cute,' 
but rather a bit edgy," said Hausrath, "which is why the 
porcelain doll heads have no hair and are 'antiqued.'" 

The antiquated look, she said, resulted when 
she visited the house of a recluse on a tiny island outside 
Mexico City.

and shrubs, really macabre stuff, Hausrath said. 

"When I construct the dolls, I do not think about 
how others will respond. I make them to delight myself," 
said Hausrath. "I want each one to be unique in attitude 
or persona and quirky." 

Hausrath said she witnesses people picking 
favorites for their own personal reasons, but others 
simply focus on identifying the various bits and parts that 
make up the doll. 

"And some people are grossed out by them!" said 
Hausrath. 

All of the figures are born from the inspiration she 
gets from the individual parts, Hausrath said. 

"Once I put a couple of objects together, I get a 
sense of the direction that the piece will take. Sometimes 
I finish figures quickly from my inventory of "stuff," and 
other times the figures remain unfinished until I find 
just the right bits to finish them, which means going on 
treasure hunts to thrift stores, antique shops, and yard 
sales." 

Other pieces came into existence on the beach at 
low tide, like Marion resident Bo Burbank's work. 

Burbank's massive mixed media dominates the 
lower gallery, and while composed with color, texture, 
and scale in mind for an aesthetic piece, it's a depressing 
reminder of what is happening to our oceans as a result 
of man's predilection for the disposable. Still, Burbank's 
desire is to leave the viewer's interpretation of his 
work open in the spirit of art "giving people a deeper 
connection to their inner soul."

provided endless hours of fun, and the distance from the 
settlement meant the boys were free from the prying eyes 
of grown-ups.

The Peregrine Falcon: a Coastal Wanderer 
By George B. Emmons 

This species of falcon follows the coastal 
shoreline of both North and South America, and the name 
'peregrine 7 actually means 'wanderer. 7 

After nesting on edges of rocky cliffs and edges 
of high buildings, as in my illustration of Mattapoisett 
Harbor (some credit goes to Chris Mellow for aid in the 
Mattapoisett Harbor scene), the peregrine falcon takes 
wing to wander and earn its reputation as one of the most 
widely distributed species of the raptor travelers all over 
the world. 

To Buzzards Bay bird watchers, it is a spectacular 
high-flying aerial performer, diving down to catch 
waterfowl - such as the bufflehead ducks in my previous 
article - along mud flats at the water's edge. 

The name 'falcon' is derived from the Latin 
translation terminology of 'falco/ describing the flight 
profile of sweptback wings. The wings are held back from 
the body in flight, a position known as a 'swoop/ to attain 
recorded diving speeds of over 200 miles per hour. 

As in the axiom "speed kills," prey is slain from 
a jolting sudden blow of the elongated main talon held

close to the 
peregrine's 
body. It has 
a sudden 
impact like 
the clenched 
fist of a 
prizefighter. 

This 

falcon also has 
an elongated 
razor-sharp 
extension of 

the upper beak, which is classified as a 'tomial tooth' for 
fitting around the neck of a victim to sever the head. This 
feature is thought to be an evolutionary leftover feature 
dating back to prehistoric ancestry of birds from reptiles. 

Like all avian raptors, a falcon has extraordinary 
perception of sight and awareness of prey. It soars on 
thermals high overhead to attain height to pause like a 
hovercraft for a broad vantage point of wide observation 
and prey recognition. The black feathers that cover its 
head act like the mantle of a hood for protection against 
the glint of the sun. 

The depth of color of this falcon is a good 
barometer of adaptability to locality of its habitat. The 
darkness around the eyes also facilitates visibility in 
ultraviolet light, a perception ability not shared with most 
other mortals. 

The historic practice of falconry goes back at least 
a thousand years to the medieval art of training raptors 
to hunt in cooperation with humans. They often rode on 
horseback to keep up with the fast-moving aerial chase. 
Even today, falconers favor the peregrine as a symbol 
of prowess and proficiency. It has earned the reputation 
of foremost scepter of authority in his aerial kingdom. 
However, as a domestic homemaker, it is quite different. 

This all takes shape with domestic displays of 
courtship, like its high circling flight by the male, with 
spectacular dives and chases by both sexes. Then it is 
said they mate for life. They do not build nests, but often 
merely scrape out a shallow surface on the edge of a

rooftop to lay three or four brownish eggs for white, buff- 
colored chicks to hatch in a month. 

Soon after the young leave the nest after they 
become fledglings, adults feel free to resume their own 
wandering ways. Travel distance and direction is drawn 
by the availability of food, particularly pigeons in urban 
areas, and shorebirds like loons, geese, gulls, and small 
mammals. 

Peregrines have spread to no less than six 
continents all over the Earthy planet, particularly here 
since the ban of pesticides. I would, in conclusion for 
you as a bird watcher, present a mythological image of 
the falcon, not unlike a phoenix, soaring up of the ashes 
of wilderness desecration on wings of environmental

Storm Sends Another Blow to Tri-Town

We've got those snow-blowing blizzard-blasting 
no-lights hurry-up-Eversource stuck-inside bread-and- 
milk winter-weary enough-of-this-insanity blues again. 

Spring in the Tri-Town couldn't feel any farther 
away from us than it does right now. Residents in Marion, 
Mattapoisett, and Rochester have lost their power - again 
- and, without a doubt, their patience along with it. 

Mother Nature has sided with the groundhog 
sending us not one, but three Nor'easters within two 
weeks. As tree limbs fall around us so do our dreams of an 
ending to winter; as wires come down, so do our spirits. 

Again, the Tri-Town emergency dispatch radio 
chatter was constant with reports of trees blocking 
roads, power outages, and cars stuck in the snow—same 
situations, only the street names and dates have changed. 

Rochester was first to open up an emergency 
warming station around mid-day Tuesday. By noon, 
most of Marion was again without power, and half 
of Mattapoisett and Marion were forced into power¬ 
saving mode on their smart phones and tablets. By dark, 
Marion and Mattapoisett in collaboration had opened an 
emergency shelter at ORR. 

As of press time, 70 percent of Mattapoisett still 
sits in the dark, 54 percent of Marion is stuck with no Wi-

It's Time to Rethink Recycling

Every day you make small decisions with impacts 
that will outlive you by hundreds, if not thousands of 
years. I'm talking about that yogurt-smeared plastic 
container you just threw into the recycle bin.

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"What are you talking about?" you ask. "I 
recycled it. It's right there in the bin." 

Yes, and congratulations for doing the responsible 
thing. However, it's how you recycled it. When it comes to 
recycling, most of us are doing it wrong, and it has led to 
a number of unsavory consequences. 

"I'm not convinced that people are really aware of 
what can and can't go into the bins," says Jamie Jacquart, 
assistant director of campus sustainability and residential 
initiatives at UMASS Dartmouth. 

Jacquart consults with ABC Disposal, Inc., the 
New Bedford-based trash and recycling hauler for the 
Towns of Mattapoisett and Rochester. (Read on, Marion, 
because this pertains to you too, even if the Marion DPW 
is your hauler and We Care Environmental in Taunton 
sorts your recycling). Jacquart works closely with ABC 
to analyze the company's overall refuse and recycling 
operations. 

The recycling situation is pretty bad, actually. 
People are throwing non-recyclables into the recycle bin 
and still throwing recyclables into the trash. While 40 
percent of what we trash actually should be recycled, only 
about 50 percent of materials sorted at the recycling center 
are recyclable, says Jacquart, wreaking havoc on the 
recycling industry. 

Mattapoisett Health Agent Dale Barrows recently 
issued the Town's Finance Committee a warning about 
an imminent rise in recycling costs, citing residents' poor 
recycling habits as the problem. 

All three towns use the "single-stream" method 
allowing residents to combine all recyclables into one 
bin, leaving it to the haulers to separate, sort, and bundle 
the different materials before sending them off to be 
sold. It acts like a food chain of sorts. The producer is at 
the bottom, then comes the resident consumer, then the 
hauler, and at the top is the one who buys and processes 
the waste, which then trickles down back to the producer. 

For some time now, China has been at the very 
top of that food chain as the most significant buyer of 
American recyclable materials until recently when it 
began refusing our waste shipments because they are 
too contaminated. Recycling dirty materials is more

expensive, so China no longer sees an incentive for 
buying our dirty plastic and paper waste. 

"We got really lazy and we sent the garden hoses 
and the tricycles and anything else we could shove into 
those buns and sent them on a barge to China," said 
Jacquart. "Eventually they said they couldn't accept it 
any longer and told us, 'You didn't wash out your yogurt 
cups, so yuck.... No thanks.'" More than that, glass was 
leaving cargo ships broken and crushed and imbedded 
into the paper fibers, which requires an additional 
cleaning process. 

"It was problematic so they shut their market 
off," said Jacquart. Last fall China said it had had enough. 
"They said, 'Forget you, we're not gonna take your stuff 
anymore.'" 

It was so cheap to get rid of it before, and now 
without our biggest buyer we are left to handle the waste 
situation locally. But somebody has to bundle it up and 
figure out what to do with it now. 

The problem really lies in the single-stream 
recycling process, said Jacquart. Single-stream was 
initially designed to encourage more people to recycle 
instead of throwing it into the trash. Most municipal 
landfills had reached their max and had to start shipping 
trash off to outside sites at a higher cost. 

"But by making it easier, we only delayed what 
we're now going to have to go back to," said Jacquart. 

These days there seem to be four types of 
recyclers. 

First, there's 'casual recycler.' The casual recycler 
tosses all types of things like garden hoses, an old plastic 
tricycle, and picture frames into the bin along with 
containers caked with moldy old tomato sauce, dog food, 
and Chinese food leftovers. He thinks, 'Hey, at least I'm 
recycling. Let them sort it out. I've done my part.' 

Then there is the 'good intentions' recycler. She 
tosses every piece of plastic into the bin regardless of 
whether or not it's a recyclable form of plastic. She throws 
pizza boxes into the bin, 'because they should accept 
pizza boxes. Why don't they?' She knows plastic store 
bags aren't accepted, but she throws them in anyway as 
a message to the recycle company to start recycling them.

She knows Styrofoam isn't accepted either, but again, 'It 
should be/ she thinks. 

Over in this corner is your 'stubborn recycler,' 
the one who begrudgingly throws some stuff into the bin 
when it conveniences them, but wouldn't go out of their 
way to rinse out a dirty plastic container. It's just easier to 
throw it in the trash. 

And then there's responsible recycler, a rare 
creature indeed, checking plastic for the little number 
inside the triangle and giving containers a quick rinsing 
before chucking them in. 

It's the prior laissez-faire and overzealous 
versions of recycling that are essentially ruining the entire 
process, making recycling more difficult, more expensive, 
and less manageable. 

Most of us are all guilty of recycling wrong. But 
who knew that that straw, that fresh pasta container, those 
Keurig coffee cups, that garden hose wasn't recyclable? 

We didn't know, which is why it's time for a refresher 
course in Recycling 101. 

Paper and cardboard, said Jacquart, "It's of huge 
value and easy to work with." But you're ruining that 
when you throw that greasy pizza box or that oily paper 
plate into the bin. 

"It's made of cardboard, yes, but when it's been 
compromised by grease," Jacquart said, "and when it 
gets broken down with all the other paper products it 
degrades the paper. As paper and cardboard are stacked

and bundled, the grease and oils contaminate the paper 
in the process. It's time consuming and expensive and the 
grease gums up the machinery." 

Yes, you may recycle some pizza boxes if you pay 
attention. If there is cheese stuck to the top of it, then no. 
Was there a cardboard disk that soaked up the grease and 
kept it from touching the pizza box? If yes, then go ahead 
and recycle it. 

Plastic is another area that takes a little bit of 
thought before deciding where to toss it. There are seven 
specific types of plastic that can be identified, each one 
represented by a number 1 through 7. The number of the 
type of acceptable plastic is stamped onto the item and 
found inside a small triangular recycling symbol. These 
marks indicate the chemicals used to make the plastic, as 
well as how likely it will leach and how un-biodegradable 
it is. 

The two most common household plastics — 
polyethylene terephthalate from soda, water, beer, and 
salad dressing-type bottles; and high density polyethylene 
from milk, juice, shampoo, yogurt, butter, and cleaner- 
type bottles, types 1 and 2 respectively. Both types are 
recycled into things like tote bags, furniture, carpets, polar 
fleece, pens, and other common objects. 

Types 3 through 5 are similar — vinyl, low density 
polyethylene, and polypropylene -- the food wraps, 
plumbing pipes, and medical equipment; some food, 
soap, and oil bottles, and windows, and can be recycled

into paneling, flooring, gutters, trash cans, ice scrapers, 
and even brooms. 

Type 6 is your polystyrene, e.g. Styrofoam. 

"Which is the devil," said Jacquart, and not accepted 
in any of the three towns. With no easy way to break 
it down, and when an entire truckload of Styrofoam 
amounts to about 30 pounds of material, there is little 
monetary incentive for any company to invest in recycling 
Styrofoam. 

Type 7 is your sunglasses, iPhone and computer 
cases, and 3 and 5-gallon water jugs. 

With plastic, Jacquart said, it would be easier to 
send it back to the plastic manufacturing process if people 
could sort them by number, but our single-stream system 
is not designed for that. But that's not the only problem 
with plastics. It's the plastic items without that triangle 
symbol we keep throwing in the bin. 

"It's that plastic garden hose that's a mixed 
material and not a plastic. It's got a metal end and it isn't 
stamped," said Jacquart. "And the problem with the 
garden hose, for example, it's long and unwieldy, so when 
it goes through any mechanical process it gets caught up 
in the machinery. It chokes up the line which must be shut 
off and needs to be manually removed." The same is true 
for plastic wire hangers, he said. "It's well-intentioned 
and people want to try to get things in, but they're not 
allowed. Some hope that it is and think that it is" he 
said, but it's not, which is one thing that Jacquart's and 
my family both have in common. 

With Jacquart being the "recycling guru" in the 
house, as he put it, "I'm constantly taking things out of 
the recycling bins and yelling at them." 

In a perfect world, he said, the sorting mechanism 
would find all the things that don't belong there, but 
the current system can't do that. Right now it's a series 
of conveyor belts, some with workers hand-picking out 
the 'bad' plastic while a magnet pulls over the metal and 
aluminum cans. A giant fan blows all the lightweight 
paper in one direction, which leads us to another one 
of the more serious offenders of the process - those 
lightweight store plastic bags.

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become entangled in the mechanical works. Workers have 
to repeatedly stop the process to untangle the bags. They 
also blow out of the bins during transport and end up in 
trees and waterways. These bags are recyclable, but they 
must be returned to the store where they supply a bin to 
place used plastic bags. 

We are stuck in first gear with single-stream, 
which has allowed us to be lazy. But before single-stream, 
the rate of recycling was only 16 percent at UMASS, said 
Jacquart; immediately it jumped to 43 percent and keeps 
climbing. 

Having said all that, as an informed recycler it is 
really up to you what you do with that cardboard box, 
this copy of The Wanderer , that plastic container. If the fact 
that it takes so many resources - petroleum sourced from 
oil - to make a container that takes anywhere from 100 
to 10,000 years to break down isn't enough to make you 
recycle it, perhaps the ever-increasing cost to your Town 
(and ultimately your tax bill) to process it will. 

You could even go a step further and reduce your 
waste (and save hundreds of dollars a year) altogether by 
using reusable containers for tap water instead of bottled 
water, said Jacquart. And if you need to buy that bottled 
water, use the bottle again, "because at least you're 
getting two uses out of it." 

Hey, nobody's perfect. But neither does that 
plastic yogurt-smeared cup have to be in order to 
recycle it. A quick rinse off can make all the difference in

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completing that use and re-use cycle. It'll take you just 
five seconds to wipe off that cup - much better than the 
450 years it would take that cup to wipe itself out. 

Before you go, take a look at the list of other non- 
recyclables: 

Broken glass, hardcover books, scrap metal, 
plastic 6-pack holders (Darn those!), syringes, plastic 
microwave trays, mirrors, ceramics, Pyrex, light bulbs, 
plates, vases, drinking glasses, window glass, medical and 
hazardous waste, tissues, paper towels, napkins, waxed 
paper, stickers or sheets of address labels (already affixed 
labels and stamps are ok), clothes hangers, and pots and 
pans. 

Storm Postpones Students' Wednesday Walkout

All over the country, students were watching 
the clock on March 14. As part of a national movement, 
at 10:00 am on Wednesday morning students got out of 
their seats, left their classrooms, and exited the school in 
what is likely this country's largest ever mass-organized 
student-led walkout. The students' message: Congress 
must do more than send "thoughts and prayers" in 
response to gun violence at schools and neighborhoods. 

The March 14 observance, as many at ORR are 
now referring to it, took place exactly one month after a 
former student took an AR-15 style semi-automatic rifle 
and killed 17 students and injured 17 more at Marjory 
Stoneman Douglas High School in Parkland, Florida. 

At ORR, however, the walkout was postponed 
due to the storm, and will now take place one week later 
on March 21 - same time, same place, same message. 

Women's March Youth EMPOWER created the 
event, calling on students, educators, and parents to take 
part in a walkout at 10:00 am local time for 17 minutes, 
symbolizing one minute for each of the Parkland victims. 

"Students and staff have the right to teach and 
learn in an environment free from the worry of being 
gunned down in their classrooms or on the way home 
from school," reads the organization's statement. "Parents 
have the right to send their kids to school in the mornings 
and see them home alive at the end of the day." 


At Old Rochester Regional, Tri-Town junior high 
and high school students will participate in the walkout 
under the supervision of school staff, and those wishing 
to not participate may remain inside the auditorium with 
school staff ensuring the safety of all students. 

Principal Mike Devoll announced on March 13 
that students would not be disciplined for participating in 
the demonstration, and safety is a top priority. 

"The tragedy at Stoneman Douglas High School 
in Florida ... and other losses of life on school campuses 
across the nation over several years have driven increased 
interest in student-led civic engagement efforts and 
actions, including the idea of school walkouts," Devoll 
said in a notice to students and parents. "[ORR] supports 
students' Constitutional rights to peaceful assembly and 
free expression." 

Devoll has thrice met with student leaders since 
the shooting, and students had expressed a need to 
participate in the walkout to honor those 17 who lost their 
lives. 

"Our top priority at ORRHS is to support 
the academic and social / emotional needs of our 
students while maintaining a safe and orderly learning 
environment for all," said Devoll. "We respect and 
support the right of our students to advocate for causes 
that are important to them and welcome the opportunity 
to work with any student or student group to discuss 
appropriate and creative ways to do so while at school. 

Student Madeline Scheub was one of those 
students, along with Ellie Wiggin, Jenna Aruri, and Elle 
Gendreu, who organized ORR's walkout, conveniently 
occurring during the school's 'Bulldog Block,' when 
students are not in classes. 

"We think it is important to not only memorialize 
the seventeen people that lost their lives, but also to take 
a united stand with students in schools across the country 
to protest to make sure both students and faculty feel safe 
in their schools," Scheub. "This movement is important 
because it's probably one of the biggest student organized 
walkouts in history and older people have always 
dominated voting turnouts in the past, so the younger 
Americans are showing their passion to fight for a change 
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and influence in coming election years." 

Furthermore, says Scheub, every student wants 
to feel safe in school, and although the opinion on how 
to make that happen varies ranging from adjusting gun 
access laws to arming teachers, most Americans agree a 
change is needed. 

"We as students feel the need to make a change 
and the opportunity is now," said Scheub. "After the 
walkout, we will continue to fight for our cause and 
support victims and families of the Parkland shooting by 
writing letters to Congress, creating care packages and 
letters for families and students, and have discussions in 
student groups on what can be done to promote change." 

Devoll assured parents that local police would be 
at the school during the walkout to further ensure security 
and safety. 

One Rochester resident, Christopher Gerrior, 
who is also on the Rochester Conservation Commission, 
emailed the school administration on March 8 and shared 
it with The Wanderer. 

Gerrior asserted that the walkout would 
be "clearly and blatantly illegal and [sic] well as 
inappropriate." 

"Teachers are public employees and the very 
clear and stated reason for this walkout is to pressure 
Congress to enact more gun laws," wrote Gerrior. 
"Labeling it a pause for safety does not change what it is. 
Supporting such a cause is political activity. Teachers are 
being paid to teach during this time, nothing else." 

Gerrior asked that the administration refrain from 
supporting the student-led walkout and to discipline any 
students who participate in the walkout. 

In his email response to Gerrior, Superintendent 
Doug White wrote: 

"As a school district, we have decided to provide 
a choice to students to decide whether or not to exercise 
their First Amendment Rights to participate in the 
walkout. The administrators of our secondary schools 
have been working on events that memorialize the victims 
that lost their lives on February 14, 2018, in Parkland, 
Florida. By guiding our students through this much- 
publicized event, we feel that we will create a learning 



environment that is safe for those wishing to participate 
as well as for those who do not. If any student creates a 
material disruption, the school will decide in accordance 
with the Student Handbook whether any consequences 
are warranted." 

White said although he respects Gerrior's claim 
the district is violating the State Ethics Advisory 11-1, 
as Gerrior stated in his email, the staff would not be 
engaging in the activity, rather only supervising it to 
ensure safety. 

"The events being coordinated by the district 
are not political in nature and the role of staff is to 
supervise the event to ensure the safe participation of all 
involved," said White. "After careful consideration, the 
school district feels that working with all stakeholders to 
create a learning opportunity as well as a safe and secure 
environment for students can memorialize the loss of life 
... in Parkland, Florida is the appropriate and right thing 
to do." 

Scheub said that although the admin is not 
allowed to support the students' cause, she was glad 
there would be no disciplinary response. "I do not think 
parents and community members should be concerned 
because every student at the school has the right to 
express their beliefs with freedom of speech," Scheub 
said. 

"We at ORRHS feel like this activity on 
Wednesday promotes student expression, minimizes 
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disruption as it occurs during the Bulldog Block, and 
ensures safety/' said Devoll. 

The League of Women Voters was asked to assist 
the school on Wednesday with voter registration for 
eligible students, including the early preregistration for 
students 16 years of age. 

"We believe that this could be an empowering 
civics lesson to our students," said Devoll, "and therefore 
we'll be providing students with voter informational 
materials and assisting them to register on the 
Massachusetts online application during Wednesday's 
Bulldog Block."

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

Mattapoisett Fire Chief Andrew Murray met 
with the Mattapoisett Finance Committee on March 8 
to discuss the fiscal year 2019 budget proposal. What 
ensued after a brief financial rundown was a full-blown 
presentation on the severity of the conditions in the fire 
station and the impact those conditions are having on his 
personnel. 

Murray began the PowerPoint presentation 
with what he termed "Fun Facts." Fie said the current 
station located at the corner of Route 6 and Barstow 
Street was built in 1952, at a time when the department 
responded to 34 calls per year. Interstate 195 had not been 
constructed, there was no full-time staff, the population 
hovered around 2,200, and fire engines were considerably 
smaller in size. Fie said all the equipment needed by 
the first responders easily fit into the building and that 
synthetic combustibles were nearly unknown, making the 
inhalation and exposure to carcinogens low. 

Murray contrasted those facts with the 21st 
century realities his department now faces. 

The fire department receives an average of 535 
calls per year, Murray explained, for a population now 
pegged at over 6,000 and expanding to 12,000 during the 
summer months. 

Murray said modern-day construction materials 
contain "glues" and other inorganic materials that off-gas 
deadly smoke and fumes when burned. "A U.L. study 
showed that in the Fifties, it took thirty minutes for a 
building to flash over.... Now with combustibles, it takes 
three minutes," he said. 

Regarding the opening of Interstate 195 that slices 
through the community to the north, Murray stated, 
"[Interstate] 195 brings a whole new dynamic to what we 
do." 

Building his case that the current fire station is 
insufficient for the tasks demanded by the public's needs, 
Murray said that equipment has to be spread throughout 
the town wherever space is available. Fire boats are kept 
at local marinas, forestry equipment outside under a tent 
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that was recently torn apart in a storm, hazmat equipment 
is at the Highway Department barn, water tankers are at 
the Water and Sewer Department treatment plant, and if 
there is a contamination spill, the cleanup materials are at 
the transfer station. 

But the biggest glaring problem facing the chief 
and his personnel is the building itself - it doesn't have an 
exhaust system. 

Every time the fire apparatus is started up, diesel 
fumes - a known carcinogen - fill the building including 
the office space carved out of the attic area over the 
apparatus floor. Murray said everything from the office 
equipment to the people who have to work in the space is 
exposed to noxious fumes and particulates. 

In addition to all that, the structure itself is failing. 

Murray said local businesses have helped prop 
up the building over the years with building materials 
and landscaping, but those cosmetics can't fix all the 
problems. 

The presentation included visual evidence that 
the fire station is bursting at the seams. Inches separate 
the apparatus from the overhead doors. Nearly every 
infrastructure has had to be relocated to gain a few inches 
of space for the modern fire trucks to squeeze inside. 

Time and again Murray returned to his personnel 
concerns - "I feel like I'm failing my own staff." 

He said that when fire personnel return from an 
incident, there aren't any showers and nowhere in the 
building to change out of contaminated clothing before 
returning home. There isn't an eye station, there's a single 
restroom, and no accommodation for female personnel. 

"During the recent storm, I had staff going to my 
house to shower," Murray said. 

Murray said, between himself and other fire 
personnel, repairs to the building have been done. 
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some donations from local businesses have helped, 
and fundraising had allowed some equipment to be 
purchased. 

But Murray felt he had waited long enough, had 
been patient long enough. 

"This town has gotten away with a lot because of 
the people in the fire station," Murray stated. 

Murray pointed to the other town departments 
and buildings that the community has supported over 
supporting the Fire Department. Everything from the 
Police Department to the local and regional schools 
and the library, all of which he considered worthy areas 
for investment, but now the Fire Department needed 
immediate attention. 

Given all these deficiencies, Murray said, it was 
very difficult to attract new fire personnel. "We are not in 
the twenty-first century." 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said he 
would put together a program for local television 
explaining the situation, saying, "It's time to make the 
change and protect the public and the fire personnel." 

He said that he has been working with an architect and 
estimator and plans to have solid budget estimates soon. 

Regarding how a new fire station could be 
funded, Gagne said that three large capitol improvement 
projects had decreased considerably, "...so we have some 
debt capacity..." He also said short- and long-term bonds 
could be used. The selectmen would have to approve a

debt exclusion, Gagne added, and Town Meeting would 
have to pass a warrant article for the project. 

Finance Committee member Colby Rottler told 
Murray, "You need to take this on the road," suggesting 
that educating the public was necessary 

Paul Ambrosia, another FinCom member, said, 
"We need a new fire station now!" 

In other business. Board of Health Agent Dale 
Barrows and new part-time assistant Kate Tapper 
presented a FY19 budget with modest increases primarily 
due to the contract with SEMASS. The FY19 budget 
request for SEMASS stands at $185,000. 

The public health nurse and transfer station 
budgets are planned to have 2% or less in increases over 
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FY18. The projected FY19 budget figures are: transfer 
station, $89,400; Board of Health, $137,517; public health 
nurse, $81,459; recycling pick-up, $169,176; rubbish pick¬ 
up, $279,384. 

In closing out his comments, Barrows said, "You 
might not be seeing me again," referring to his upcoming 
retirement plans. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee was scheduled for March 14 at 6:30 pm in the 
town hall conference room. 

King Says ConCom Trying To Keep 
Jurisdiction Local 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
Chairman Mike King has a message for the community: 
"This year, this commission is trying to condition as many 
projects as possible locally." 

King made this comment during the March 
12 regular meeting of the commission in response to 
questions from resident Tom Gronski, who questioned 
King on the process used to evaluate applications. 

"Do you say 'no' to people?" Gronski asked. 

King responded, "We try not to say 'no/ but it's 
fifty-fifty." 

King has expressed his desire to keep applications 
within the purview of the local authorities in other 
meetings as opposed to at the state level, believing that by 
doing so the Town's interest are better served. 

The applications in question were two Notice of 
Intent filings by Southeastern Building Corporation for a 
two-lot subdivision planned for Appaloosa Lane off River 
Road. 

For several years, homeowners who had 
established homes on and near the lane complained to 
Town departments about inadequate stormwater drainage 
systems in the area. Developer Michael Salimando had 
been invited numerous times over the past several years 
to attend Planning Board meetings where abutters bitterly 
complained about the flooding issues brought on, they 
believed, by the lack of stormwater runoff. 
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Those issues were resolved when the Planning 
Board hired Field Engineering as a peer review consultant 
to oversee improvements in those systems before they 
would release the lots, being held as surety, to Salimando 
for sale. 

On this night. King said Field Engineering, 
along with Highway Surveyor Barry Denham, had 
been working with Salimando regarding repairs and 
improvements to the drainage system. 

Representing Salimando was Brian Grady of 
G.A.F. Engineering. Grady explained in detail the plans 
to collect stormwater runoff from roof surfaces and direct 
that water into underground chambers that would allow 
the liquid to re-charge into the ground versus pooling and 
running onto surrounding parcels. 

Also expressing concern and questioning 
the plans were Daryl Fletcher and Patty and Andrew 
Apperson. 

The Appersons questioned how the commission 
could enforce a proposed two-lot homeowners' 
association covenant that would mandate maintenance of 
the in-ground drainage system. King pointed to pride of 
ownership and that most homeowners don't want to lose 
their investment due to lack of maintenance. 

The two NOI filings were approved and 
conditioned, but King advised the abutters that the 
Planning Board still had to approve the projects before 
construction would begin. 

Also coming before the commission was William 
Fredericks, 30 Holly Woods Road, with a Notice of Intent 
filing for the alteration of 4,934 square feet of bordering 
vegetated wetlands for agricultural activities. 

Represented by David Davignon of N. Douglas 
Schneider & Associates, Inc., the project would allow 
Williams a better layout for land use, Davignon explained, 
and would provide environmental mitigation for the 
changes made to jurisdictional areas. 

The project was conditioned with some special 
conditions added for monitoring of the remediated areas 
over two growing seasons. 

David Nicolosi, 0 Marion Road, filed a Request 
for A Determination of Applicability for verification of 
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the wetland resource area line, which was confirmed by 
Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold, and he received 
a negative determination (no NOI required) from the 
commission. 

Special conditions were briefly discussed for 
a Notice of Intent filing by Dennis Arsenault for a 
two-lot subdivision at the end of Snow Fields Road. 

The commission unanimously approved the Order of 
Conditions submitted by Leidhold. 

Joshua Pell, 0 Angelica Avenue, represented 
by Christian McCullough of South Coast Design and 
Construction, received conditions for his Notice of Intent 
filing for the construction of a new elevated single-family 
home in a grandfathered coastal lot. 
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The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for March 26 at 
6:30 pm in the Town Hall conference room. 


Budget Cuts One Kindergarten Class 

Mattapoisett School Committee

While the Mattapoisett School Committee found 
the fiscal year 2019 budget to be positive overall, the 
2.08% increase needed some significant trimming in order 
to get there. 

Mattapoisett schools Principal Rose Bowman 
on March 12 suggested, in a subdued tone, that due to a 
reduction in kindergarten enrollment, one section could 
be eliminated. 

Bowman said she anticipated 54 students to be 
enrolled; however, as of that day there were only 47. 

"I always anticipate more to come," said 
Bowman. "Right now [there are only] seventeen per class 
with a maximum of eighteen." 

Eliminating one section would also result in the 
elimination of one kindergarten teacher. 

School Business Administrator Patrick Spencer 
cited an increase of $143,000 from FY18 to the $7,061,000 
FY19 budget. Spencer gave "kudos" to Bowman and 
Director of Student Services Mike Nelson for their 
diligence on the budget and noted that the budget would 
include two full-time school nurses, one for each of the 
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schools. One nurse currently floats between the two 
schools. 

Additionally, custodial services have been 
outsourced, Spencer said, which is a further savings 
within the budget. 

Superintendent Doug White reminded the 
committee that a public hearing would ensue for both the 
budget and the district's participation on School Choice 
during the next meeting. 

In other matters, during school security talks. 
School Committee Chairman Rachel Westgate expressed 
her appreciation for Bowman's and White's response after 
the Parkland, Florida tragedy on February 14, saying, 

"You have the interest of the kids at heart." She added 
that the district and towns are doing what needs to be 
done to keep students safe. 

The Town of Mattapoisett has already approved 
funding for a secured entry vestibule at each school that 
visitors will have to stop in before entering. 

Cameras will also be installed in buildings and 
hallways, and ALICE - Alert, Lockdown, Inform, Counter, 
Evacuate - training will increase to three times annually. 
Bowman, noting that all situations are unique, said it 
requires a "...fluid decision making process ... [that] is 
not nailed down." 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled for April 23 at 6:30 pm at Center 
School. 


School 'Winterruptions' at ORR

With the forecast for Tuesday's Nor'easter rising 
from 14 inches to 17 inches and then further upwards 
within the school day, leading to the cancelation of school 
for Tuesday before Monday was even over, the talk of 
students and staff alike centered on the trials they had 
faced previously in the past two storms. While power 
outages crippled the Tri-Towns and affected all ages, the 
high school community was uniquely affected by the 
storm's side effects. 

Students stared out the windows in classes that 
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Friday, March 2, as the rain grew heavier and the wind 
whipped harder against the school. The phrase, "I don't 
want to drive home in this," became more frequent as the 
day went on, especially amongst the newer drivers and 
those planning to ride busses home. 

Multiple announcements made during the last 
period of the day sent older siblings scurrying through 
the halls to inform younger students that, yes, they would 
be driven home in cars since more than three Rochester 
and Marion bus routes were already blocked from 
reaching destinations. 

"The bus drivers did an extremely good job of 
getting us back home," said freshman Lucy Zhang, who 
lives in Rochester. "We had to stop and turn around 
multiple times because of fallen trees or branches. Other 
bus drivers were able to radio our driver (the awesome 
Miss Beverly), so we were able to safely reroute." 

"There was a power line fire on Mattapoisett 
Neck Road, and it kept me from getting home after 
school," junior Sophia Clingman stated. 

English teacher Meredith Wickman was one of the 
teachers who gave homework extensions. 

"I was thinking of how I couldn't access 
technology and that my students wouldn't be able to 
either. I had to go to Starbucks to post updates to my 
Google Classrooms. My twelfth-grade classes had senior 
project articles due and freshmen had their epics due in 
the same time span, but both had their due dates pushed 
back several days to make up for power outages." 

Zhang was one of the freshmen who had her epic 
(a long adventure story) due date extended. "Many of my 
classes have homework that's online or needs the Internet 
to complete, so it was quite challenging to do it without 
any WiFi. We didn't get power back until Tuesday." 

"My house lost power that Friday and didn't 
get it back until Tuesday," added senior Evan Costa, also 
from Rochester. "It made working on schoolwork tough. I 
had to travel to friends' houses once they got power back 
so I could charge my computer and finish several online 
assignments." 

Between bucketing water out of the cellar and 
keeping the generator going, said Costa, "I really didn't 
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have much time to do anything for school till we got 
everything under control. It was a stroke of luck that we 
didn't have school that Monday." 

Ainslee Bangs of Rochester experienced a further 
problem that struck many students. 

"When I got my power back, I had no Internet or 
cable connection so I couldn't check to see what my math 
homework was, and I couldn't study for my psychology 
test. However, my street had a little party outside when 
no one had power and there was a bonfire and food and it 
was really fun." 

As the winter season winds down and yet 
strong storms keep slamming the surrounding area, it 
is important to keep in mind that the safety of students 
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and their families comes before the stress of finishing 
schoolwork, as it was for Winter Storms Quinn and Riley 
(and now Skylar). This especially holds true in regards to 
online work, which may be beneficial for most of the year, 
but can be negatory for snow or power outage no-school 
days. 

OC Grad Faces 'Major' School/Sports Challenge

Making the transition from high school to college 
sports is enough of a challenge in itself. Student athletes 
go from being the oldest and best athletes in their high 
school conference to once again being the youngest and 
least experienced. Add on the adjustment to college life, 
plus the difficulty in class work, and they don't exactly 
need any help in making freshman year more demanding. 

Unfortunately for Wyatt Major from Mattapoisett, 
his freshman year has been a bit more difficult than 
that of the average freshman baseball player. As the 
2017 Mayflower Athletic Conference Small Vocational 
Division Player of the Year for Old Colony, Major elected 
to continue his play on the diamond with Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy where he could also major in Marine 
Transportation. 

One slight problem with that: Major has to be 
out at sea for 52 days, which overlaps with the time he's 
preparing for the season. In fact, he had to show up late 
for the Florida trip with several other teammates who also 
study Marine Transportation. 

"I've had a lot more playing time than I thought

Major started his throwing program as early as 
December during high school, working at various indoor 
baseball facilities throughout the area. This year he had to 
settle for throwing long toss whenever the ship went into 
port. 

Not exactly an ideal switch. 

That's delayed Major's first appearance on the 


mound, though as he expressed, he's working towards 
that. And he'll have to find out a formula that works for 
him because this will be a reoccurring experience for the 
remainder of his college career. 

Hitting - that's a slightly different story. While 
he still has to get his timing down and adjust to collegiate 
pitching. Major was able to get his shot in the batters box 
while playing first base in four games, starting two. 

His first plate appearance was anti-climactic 
to say the least, getting drilled by a pitch. He would go 
on to get a hit in his first game, along with his first RBI, 
getting a few milestones out of the way quickly. But Major 
admits he still has a bit to learn about Division III college 
pitchers. 

"The biggest challenge that I've faced has been 
that pitchers have been able to throw the backdoor 
breaking ball where they want," Major said. "That's been 
the toughest thing for me. The pitchers make a lot less 
mistakes and throw inside on me. So I've really had to 
cover the plate more than I had in high school or AAU." 

Major and the Buccaneers are off to a 2-4 start and 
had their first two home games of the year postponed this 
week due to the inclement weather. They plan to travel 
to Worcester Polytechnic Institute for a doubleheader on 
Saturday and host Dean College in a doubleheader on 
Sunday. 

Old Rochester Regional 

Old Rochester boys' ice hockey was knocked 
out in the first round of the MIAA Division 2 State 
Tournament by No. 13 Taunton, 4-2. Ranked fourth in the 
south. Old Rochester finishes the season 15-4-3. Tayber 
Labonte finished the season with 53 points (currently 
ranked 12 th in the state) off 25 goals and 28 assists. Ryan 
Raphael finished the year with 37 points on 17 goals and 
20 assists. 

Tabor Academy 

Tabor Academy graduate Molly Little has scored 
seven goals in her first six games playing women's 
lacrosse for the University of Denver this season. She's 
scored in five of her six starts, scoring two goals twice, 
including the first game of the season when the Pioneers 
upset No. 23 Stanford 12-9. Denver is now ranked No. 27 
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nationally, previously as high as No. 24, after a 4-2 start 
to the season and will take on No. 25 Temple, UConn and 
No. 11 Colorado in the next three games. 

Lydia Caputi and the rest of the Bowdoin 
women's basketball team are playing in the NCAA 
Division III Women's basketball Final Four against 
Wartburg Friday at 8:30 pm. Caputi has played in 29 
of the Polar Bears' 30 games, making 27 starts. She's 
averaging 5.6 points per game, with her season-high (12) 
coming against UMass Dartmouth on November 30. She's 
averaging 5.5 points and five rebounds per game in the 
tournament. The Tabor Academy graduate also had four 
assists in the third round win over Scranton and had two 
steals in the quarter finals win over Tufts. The Polar Bears 
are 28-2 on the season.

I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may he due, but 
getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore.

Cats are not dumb. If they see the cat carrier 
come out they disappear. Some cats don't mind the 
carrier if it is left out all year round. Feed them in the 
carrier, allow them to nap in it, let it be associated 
with more pleasant experiences than a car ride. 

If you haven't gotten the cat to think 
positively about the carrier, put the cat in a bathroom 
prior to getting the carrier out of the basement.

funding, not all 
of the historic 
buildings were 
surveyed, but 
over 100 were 
catalogued and 
photographed. 

The results 
of the survey 
are in digital 
form on the 

Massachusetts Historical Commission's website and in 
four binders in the Sippican Historical Society's office 
(and at the Marion Town Clerk's office). Marion (Old 
Rochester) is one of the oldest towns in the United States, 
and the Sippican Historical Society maintains an extensive 
collection of documentation on its historic buildings. The 
Sippican Historical Society will preview one building a 
week so that the residents of Marion can understand more 
about its unique historical architecture. This installment 
features 266 Converse Road. 

The late Georgian-style house at 266 Converse 
Road was built c. 1800 by the prominent salt industry 
pioneer, George Bonum Nye, who was a member of 
Marion's industrious Nye family. The story of the Nye 
family in Massachusetts began in 1637 when Benjamin

descended from Ichabod Nye of Middleboro, who settled 
in Marion in 1720. King George I granted a 1,100-acre 
tract in Marion to Ichabod Nye for 35 pounds. This tract 
encompassed much of the southern outskirts of Wharf 
Village as well as Charles Neck. In fact. Converse Road 
was originally called Nye Street, which probably evolved 
from a Native American trail.

She went on to get her Masters Degree in Nursing at 
University of Colorado in Denver. She joined UMass Dart¬ 
mouth’s College of Nursing faculty in 1975, teaching a course 
on nursing care of children and provided clinical supervision 
in pediatrics at St. Luke’s. She served as department chair 
before being appointed director of the University’s Academic 
Advising Center. She was awarded the Yvonne Sandstone 
Award for her commitment to the success and retention of first 
year students. 

In her retirement, Ellen continued to support the commu¬ 
nity, volunteering at the SMILE program, the Memory Cafe, 
Marion Visiting Nurses Association and Marion’s Council on 
Aging. She also served as unofficial health care proxy for her 
family and many friends. 

In her free time, Ellen also kept busy, traveling and sail¬ 
ing with her husband and playing tennis with friends. She had 
recently taken up pickleball - a game she boldly declared to be 
“the sport of the future.” She enjoyed gardening both at home 
and in her children’s yards. In her quieter moments, Ellen 
loved watching the hummingbirds in her garden, reading her 
book club books, and texting with her granddaughter. 

Ellen is survived by her husband, Joseph; her children, 
Sean and Tim; her grandchildren, Cecelia, Martin, and Olive; 
her brother, John Christian; her beloved cousins; and the 
countless friends that she considered family.

Michael Jolliffe died peacefully March 
1. He was 81. Born in Scotland, June 19, 
1936, he grew up in England and graduated 
with honors in engineering from Imperial 
College, London. 

Early in his career when he worked 
f for O ye Arup on the engineering design for 
the Sydney Opera House, he invented the 
single span pre-stressed concrete beams 
that allowed long open expanses with no need for support 
columns. 

Michael moved to the USA in 1957. He joined Zaldastani 
Associates, Consulting Engineers, in Boston, later becom¬ 
ing President. Through the years Michael worked both in the 
Middle East and nationally. In the 1960s he was the structural 



engineer for the control tower and central parking at Logan 
Airport, and the renovation of Harvard Stadium. Notable other 
work included air rights projects at Copley Place, the Hancock 
Garage over the turnpike, and Back Bay station, allowing for 
the creation of a park over the Orange Line that knits together 
the Back Bay and the South End. 

In retirement, Michael served on the board of Wheelock 
College and the New Bedford Art Museum. Michael and his 
wife Ruth designed and built an innovative and energy-effi¬ 
cient titanium-clad house, including the gardens surrounding 
it, on the south coast of Massachusetts.

Eunice C. (Mullen) ‘Rosie the Riveter’ 
Manduca: January 22,1924 - March 4, 
2018. The following is an excerpt from a 
piece Eunice wrote on her 80th birthday 
for the ‘Rosie the Riveter’ exhibit at the 
Smithsonian in Washington D.C. 

“As a graduate of Boston Girl’s 
High in 1942,1 planned to enter Nursing 
School at Boston’s Mass General Hospital, 
but when a recruiter addressed our class 
and emphasized the urgent need for defense workers to help 
in the war effort my plan changed. Instead I took the Civil 
Service Exam and was assigned to the Watertown Arsenal as a 
machine operator and then to the Navy Yard in Charlestown. 

I had never seen an overhead crane before I arrived at the 
Arsenal and quickly became fascinated by the monsters which 
were used to move enormous gun barrels from one huge lathe 
to another or to trucks for transport to other buildings. The 
crane was a doubled steel beam that spanned the entire shop 
area and ran on railroad tracks at a height of 40 feet for the 
entire length of the building (about 2000 feet). To get to the 
cab I had to climb a straight steel ladder on the side of one of 
the support beams and then climb over a couple of steel girders 
to get to the ladder that went down into the cab. At the age of

As servicemen returned from the war, women were happy 
to return to their traditional jobs of raising children, but were 
always proud of their ‘Rosie the Riveter” days. My nursing 
career kept getting postponed as seven babies arrived. 

All who took part in the ‘Rosie the Riveter’ jobs in the 
1940’s certainly demonstrated the ability of females to success¬ 
fully step into positions that were previously thought to require 
male brawn. I like to think that the dedication and enthusiasm 
that we brought to the work at that time was the beginning of 
female emancipation. Today, 65 years later, no one is sur¬ 
prised that many women are capable of handling a full time 
job - from a factory worker to a major business executive, to 
a nurse, and still be a capable and loving mother, cook and 
housekeeper.” 

Eunice was an avid sailor and horsewoman. Some of her ac¬ 
tivities included: School committee/Upper Cape Tech, League 
of Women Voters, Coast Guard Auxiliary, Habitat for Human¬ 
ity, Sippican Women’s Club and Tobey Hospital Volunteers. In 
2002 she was “Marion Woman of the Year.”

Ambassador Galen L. Stone II, an influential senior 
diplomat and WWII veteran who in retirement helped direct 
numerous educational and philanthropic organizations in the 
greater Boston area, passed away on January 23 surrounded by 
his loving family. 

Ambassador Stone was bom on the 4th of July in 1921, 
the eldest child of Robert G. Stone and Bertha Lea Barnes. He 
grew up in Brookline, MA, attended The Park School, Milton 
Academy, and Harvard College, and summered in Marion at 
his family’s beloved Great Hill property. In 1942, he enlisted 
in the Army and joined the US Army Corps of Engineers as a 
second lieutenant. He landed in Normandy while still under 
fire, and after VE Day was appointed Military Governor at age 
24 over some 50,000 people in the greater Leipzig region of 
Germany. He remained active in the Army Reserve until 1970, 
and rose to the rank of Colonel. 

Amb. Stone joined the Foreign Service in 1947 and 
served in numerous posts around the world. He became 
Deputy Chief of Mission in New Delhi, India and also served 
as Deputy Chief of Mission in Paris, France. He subsequently 
served as US Ambassador to the International Atomic Energy 
Agency, and to the Republic of Cyprus. Amb. Stone was a 
recipient of the State Department’s Meritorious Honor Award. 

After retiring from the State Department in 1981, Mr. 
Stone’s commitment to public service continued in his private 
life, as he helped guide and support more than a dozen Boston 
area educational and philanthropic organizations. He notably 
served as Chairman of the Board of Overseers of Northeastern 
University, as Chairman of the Harvard-Yenching Institute, as 
a Tmstee of New England Baptist Hospital and as a Director 
and Treasurer of United South End Settlements. 

Mr. Stone’s son Brewer stated, “My father experienced 
both the Great Depression and the Second World War, which 
gave him a deep sense of empathy and lifelong desire to serve. 
He was bom into privilege and spent his life giving back.” 

Mr. Stone is survived by his loving wife of 70 years, 

Anne Brewer Stone, and by his brother Henry, of St. Clair 
Shore, MI. He is also survived by five children, Diana, of 
Asheville, NC; Mary Smith of Plainville; Pamela Evans of 
Marion; Galen III of Marion; Brewer of Mill Valley, CA.; 14 
grandchildren, 12 great grandchildren, and numerous nieces 
and nephews. 

Mr. Stone loved spending time with his large extended 
family at Great Hill, taking long swims in the Bay, and cycling 
throughout the area.

Vertigo (1958). Starring James Stewart and Kim

I can't see how people could caricature James 
Stewart as an amiable aw-shucks grandpa after they've 
seen Vertigo , Alfred Hitchcock's perverse romantic thriller 
(which is celebrating its 60th anniversary in theaters). 
Stewart's John "Scottie" Ferguson starts out as a straight 
arrow, a retired detective recuperating from a rooftop 
trauma that has left him with acrophobia. Gradually, 
though, this arrow develops a few kinks — or maybe they 
were there all along. 

Vertigo will undoubtedly strike some as slow 
and baffling, but it has a genuine air of insanity — the 
one time Hitchcock truly implicated himself, laying out 
his obsessions for all to see. Hitchcock was elsewhere 
an entertainer, often a great one, but Vertigo finds him 
working as an artist, as driven as his protagonist, and 
also, in the end, as humorless. There are no lovely, witty 
"Hitchcock moments" here, no sense of the Master 
cackling to himself behind the curtains as he pulls the 
strings of the characters and the audience. Here he 
pushes James Stewart into being his surrogate as he 
takes Kim Novak and makes her into Grace Kelly, not 
once but twice. One theory, probably facile but appealing 
nonetheless, is that Hitchcock never forgave Kelly for 
marrying a prince and abandoning acting, and that 
Vertigo was his poison-pen love letter to her: "See," he 
might have been telling Kelly, "I can turn anyone into a 
cool blonde." 

Scottie is hired by an old college acquaintance, 
Gavin Elster (Tom Helmore), to tail Elster's unstable 
wife Madeleine (Novak), who suffers from dire fantasies 
of suicide in the manner of her grandmother. Scottie 
promptly becomes obsessed with Madeleine, her 
vulnerability and madness, and ignores the sane love 
of his ex-fiancee Midge (Barbara Bel Geddes). Shot 
after shot puts us in front of Scottie's windshield as he 
drives, drives, drives around the maze of San Francisco, 
following Madeleine everywhere. Once he catches up 
with her, saving her from drowning in the bay, she seems 
to accept his increasingly heated attentions as another 
part of the whirlpool of emotion drawing her down into 
death. 

Vertigo is a painfully beautiful movie, circling 



slowly around the elegant heart of the great city, its 
colors sharp and rich. Bernard Herrmann's score, woozy 
and menacing, completes the tapestry of this romance 
of doom. Part of the queasy fascination of Vertigo , of 
course, is that it's essentially about ungovernable desires 
— specifically, necrophiliac desires. The beloved James 
Stewart wants to have sex with a dead woman. When 
Madeleine exits the picture and is replaced by dead 
ringer Judy (also Novak), a shopgirl as ordinary and 
brash as Madeleine was classy and mysterious, Scottie 
is struck dumb with renewed obsession but can't resist 
making Judy over in Madeleine's image. She fights it, 
but ultimately loves him too much to protest. Vertigo is 
about a man who can never allow himself normal love. 
Acrophobia is the least of his problems. 

Early audiences expecting another ingenious 
Hitch thriller must have been dumbfounded — Vertigo 
rattles right through the standard exposition, the 
explanation for everything. Hitchcock seems almost 
irritated by the necessity to spell things out for the paying 
customers. It's not what he's interested in this time. The 
twists are perfunctory; this entire weird movie, impacted 
with thwarted desire (not just Scottie's), is pretty twisted 
right from the start. Hitchcock himself may have felt he 
got a little too close to the flame. After Vertigo he retreated 
into formalism, taking on the TV-studio look of Psycho , 
the intentional cheapness of The Birds , and the handful 
of deadly dull thrillers that closed out his career. I love 
Psycho , and The Birds is fun, but one could fairly say that 
no film after Vertigo really seemed to matter much to 
Hitchcock except as an exercise. Vertigo is no exercise. It's 
an eccentric anomaly in his work, heavily morbid and 
damp with the sweat of obsession. 

Someone said that there could be no Brian De 
Palma without Psycho , and one could also say there 
could be no David Lynch without Vertigo — Lynch's Blue 
Velvet bites large mouthfuls from the film, including the 
trio of guiltily sexually obsessed detective, pure-of-heart 
girlfriend, and dangerously erotic siren. Reviewing Blue 
Velvet, Pauline Kael quoted Laura Dern's line to Kyle 
MacLachlan, "I don't know if you're a detective or a 
pervert," to which Kael added, "She's a kid; she thinks it's 
either/or." It sure as hell isn't either/or in Vertigo. 
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Celtics. The players improved dramatically over the 
season thanks to all of the efforts of a great group of 
coaches.

The Thunder 
coached by Matthew Perry and the Rockets coached by 
Kurt Smiley also had strong seasons.

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Resurgam Saxophone Quartet will be the soloists in a 
program that mixes new music with some venerable 
favorites. 

The concert begins with "Chester" composed 
by William Schuman. "Chester" is based on the third 
movement of Schuman's "New England Triptych," 
considered to be his most famous work. Music from 
composer Frederick Delius will follow with his ode to 
the changing season, "On Hearing the First Cuckoo in 
Spring." Performed for the third time ever, composer 
Ted King-Smith's "Breaking Point" will electrify the 
audience with its new, unique and energizing soundscape 
for saxophone quartet as interpreted by The Resurgam 
Quartet. 

The Resurgam Quartet formed in 2015 at the 
Hartt School in Hartford, CT. Its current members are 
Harrison Kliewe (soprano saxophone), Colette Hall 
(alto saxophone), Sean Tanguay (tenor saxophone), 
and Michael Raposo (baritone saxophone). Recently, 
the quartet was a semi-finalist at the international 
Fischoff Chamber Music Competition for the second 
time. The quartet also won the 2016 Paranov Concerto 
Competition at the Hartt School performing William 
Bolcom's "Concerto Grosso." Resurgam enjoys an 
active performing schedule. Dedicated to expanding 
the saxophone quartet repertoire, the quartets latest 
commission "Breaking Point" is set to be premiered in 
March, 2018 at the North American Saxophone Alliance's 
Biennial Conference. The Quartet also presented a concert 
of new works at the Hartford New Music Festival and will 
continue to create new music for the saxophone quartet. 
Education is an important part of Resurgam's mission, 
which has presented masterclasses and educational 
concerts in Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
New York, and Indiana. 

A Norwegian march closes out the first half of 
the program. Johannes Hanssen was one of Norway's 
most active and influential bandmasters, composers, and 
teachers during the first part of the 20th century. He wrote 
the march "Valdres" as a tribute to the beautiful region in 
Norway between Oslo and Bergen. 

The second half opens with a march for an 
unlikely group: "March of the Belgian Paratroopers." It is 
a delicate, European-style march that is uniquely tuneful 
and is sure to delight. The next two pieces are a tribute to 
the Irish who will have celebrated St. Patrick's Day the 
day before the concert. "Irish Tune from County Derry" 
is Percy Grainger's masterful setting of the traditional 
folk song we know today as "Danny Boy." The powerful 
"Ireland: Of Legend & Lore" is certain to set the Irish 
blood boiling as tin whistle and bodhran help the full 
band to portray castles and colorful characters from Irish 
history and folklore and put their legendary deeds to 
music. 

The concert will close with the Resurgam Quartet 
joining the band for William Bolcom's "Concerto Grosso 
for Saxophone Quartet and Band." A student of Darius 


Milhaud, Bolcom taught composition at the University 
of Michigan in Ann Arbor and served as chairman of the 
composition department from 1998 to 2003. Bolcom has 
been awarded the Pulitzer Prize, four Grammy Awards, 
and the National Medal of Arts. "Concerto Grosso" was 
written purely as a piece to be enjoyed by performers 
and listeners. The second movement, "Song without 
Words," is a lyrical larghetto and the final Badinerie, a 
title borrowed from Bach, evokes bebop and rhythm-and- 
blues. 

Since 1962 the Tri-County Symphonic Band 
has been part of the cultural life of Southeastern 
Massachusetts. The primary aim of the organization 
has been to make live performances of quality concert 
band repertoire available in the community and to give 
musicians a chance to share their love for the art of 
making music. 

Tickets for the concert are $15 for adults, $5 for 
students, with children 12 and under admitted for free.

Portrait of President Grover Cleveland 

An important historical portrait of President 
Grover Cleveland is being exhibited at the Sippican 
Historical Society until the end of May. It is on loan from 
the Wareham Historical Society. For the past year, it has 
been on view at the New Bedford Whaling Museum in its 
exhibit, "Marion in the Golden Age," co-curated by Frank 
McNamee and Judith Rosbe. Cleveland was the only 
American president to serve two non-consecutive terms - 
from 1885-1889 and then from 1893-1897. Cleveland and 
his wife, Frances, were invited to visit Marion by Arctic 
explorer, Adolphus Greeley, and they subsequently fell 
in love with this charming seaside village. They then 
rented homes in Marion for the four summers between 
Cleveland's two presidential terms. The Clevelands were 
good friends of Richard Watson Gilder, the editor of the 
famed Century Magazine in New York City, whose family 
also summered in Marion. President Cleveland was an 
avid fisherman and he spent countless hours fishing on 
Buzzards Bay with the famous actor Joseph Jefferson. 
Cleveland's Ledge, where they liked to fish, is named 
after Grover Cleveland. The Clevelands loved the town 
so much that they even named one of their daughters 
Marion. 

The portrait of President Cleveland was painted 
by Charles Sidney Raleigh, who was born in Gloucester, 
England in 1830. Raleigh ran away to join the British 
Navy and served on a vessel commanded by his uncle. 

He also served in the American Navy during the 
Mexican War. In 1877, Raleigh settled in New Bedford 
and was listed as a marine painter. He was self-taught 
and specialized in ship portraits and marine scenes in 
the folk art tradition. He also painted portraits, and this 
work depicting President Grover Cleveland is one of his 
most important portraits. Raleigh also lived in Wareham 
at the Captain John Kendrick house, where he had his 
studio. The Kendrick House, owned and operated by the 
Wareham Historical Society, is located on the waterfront 
in downtown Wareham and contains a wonderful 
maritime collection, including numerous marine paintings 
by Raleigh. It is open to the public during the months of 
June, July and August.
